The school children jilled the 
side seats right to the back of the 
hall were people packed solidly to- 
gether.

citement, but it was subdued and kept

The Hymns Sung

During 
the Jast hymn an offertory was taken 
fora Ning Kdward Memorial Hall in 
the new hospital and afterwards the 
bands played “The Dead Merch in 
Saul” Phen Rev. Dr. Hunter) pro- 
nounced ‘the benediction. 

Proclamation Read _ 

That concluded the memorial part 
of the service. [mmediately Lt.-Col. 
Edwards mounted the platform and 
read the proclamation of the mew 
King’s aeeession to the throne. As he 
finished he called for three cheers for 
the King. They were given heartily 
and as they ended the bands played 
the National Anthem. Then the 
crowd dispersed. 

Mayor Lee’s Address. 

\ short address was delivered by 
his worship Mayor Lee, in which he 
remarked that it was only nine years 
since the death of our late sover- 
cign’s mother and now the nation 
was gathered to pay its respects to 
the memory of her son, who we hac 
hoped would be spared to reign over 
his people for many years to come, 

His worship touched on the energy 
and devotion of our late King, and 
went on to describe the British Em- 
pire as the “greatest. the world has 
ever seen,” and to. show. what debt 
of gratitude we owe {o the tuler 
who so ably maintained the traditions 
of the Empire.

Slow. What oa change has) been 
wrought! In the nine short years of 
his reign not only has British: power 
and prestige increased beyond that 
of any former period in our history, 
but there never was a time when the 
empire was so trusted by the nations 
of theearth as today. These changes 
were brought about to a large extent 
by the personal efforts of | Fdywarc 
VII. THe had not been long upon the 
throne when men recognized in him 
a foree for peace and goodwill. ile 
set himself to show the world the irue 
attitude of the British people. 

He Was the Peacemaker. 

His Method was not that of the 
jingo, shouting threats and singing 
war songs; neither was it that of a 
ruler fearful for the position of> his 
nation, cringing for favor and friend. 
ship. He went forth, the manly, tact- 
ful, peace-loving King, though con- 
scious that behind him was the might 
and strength of.a nation 
“Whose flag has braved a thousand 

years 
The battle and the breeze,” 
and that, if necessity arose, it weuld 
again be ; 

“Unfurled to match another foe," 
holding out the olive branch of peace 
and good-will, None knew better 
than he the glory which men assucia- 
ted with war; none mere fully realized 
that he, however, that the pathway

Beloved at Home. 
But if dward the Seventh was 


trusted and beloved abroad, how much 
more was he beloved and trusted at 
home. One of our greatest const- 
tutional authorities says that one of.

the dignity of government. Standing 
as he does outside contending par- 
ties and partyship, the kingly office, 
if resting upon a proper. tradition, 
is bound to execute and preserve the 
reverence of the people.

Professor Broadus’ Address 

“Tt is, I believe,” said Professor 
Broadus, “ tothe fact that [am a re- 
cently transplanted American that 1 
owe ‘the invitation to address you 
which your programme committee has 
courteously extended to ame. It was 
their kindly thought that a former 
resident of a country which (boasts the 
same blood, but does not owe alleg-

“But in thus adding my little word 
to the mighty chorus of eulogy and 
praise, IT cannot feel that I do it as 
an alien. During the century that 
clapsed after the war which separated 
the American colonies from the Moth- 
er Country, Ditterness still rankled 
in the ! s of those.whose fathers 
or grandfathers had spent their sub- 
stanee or shed their blood; and this 
(itterness was fostered in the young- 
er generations by misrepresentations 
in school histories and in newspapers; 
but as the years sped, and the sears 
healed and were forgotten, the pro- 
cesses of history wove, thread by 
thread, a tissue of peace between the 
nations. Anglo-Saxon blood flowed 
alike in the veins of him who dwelt 
under the British flag and him who 
owed allegiance to the Stars and 
Stripes. Every true American, wheth- 
er his ancestry was colonial or of 
more recent transplanting, cherished 
the thought of the parent soil whence 
he sprang. Had not his father’s fa- 
ther, as a boy in’ England, played

—were not those very games reminis- 
cent of a common parentage and pro- 
phetic of an undivided race? ‘And 
when the American child) grew to 
years of maturity did he not turn as of 
very right to the splendid fiterary 
heritage of the Mnglish tongue—his 
as well as theirs—and find ‘the voice 
of his own spirit alike in the patrotic 
fervor of Shakespeare’s historical 
plays and the mighty organ roll of 
‘Milton’s Paradise Lost?

MATHEWS’ EXTRADITION CASE 


Chapman was Put Under a Severe Cross- 


Examination Before Judge Taylor 
To-Day. 


he cross-examination of James 
Chapman, in the trial of Mrs. Mat- 
thews for extradition, was continued 
by Mr. H. H. Robertson this morning, 
before His Honor Judge ‘Taylor. 

Mr. Byers asked on wWehalf of his 
client, whether he was understood 
that Chapman was a compelable wit- 
ness, He was under the impresison 
that he might be called as a witness 
but he was not informed that it would 
be Thursday morning, when he could 
not be present. ‘ 

Mr. Robertson called the attention 
of the court, before beginning his ex- 
amination, to the fact that on Thurs- 
day afternoon Chapman owas very ill or 
pretended to ‘be, while Mr. Parlee was 
examining shim, but the minute he 
(Mr. Robertson) started this cross-ex- 
amination, the witness stood up in the 
box and answered in an audible voice. 
Mr. Robertson said ke mentioned this 
just to show the nature of the witness.

Mr. Robertson produced, which the 
did satisfactorily.

‘The general 
state of Matthews’ health avas inquir- 
ed into; and Chapman, saying that he 
was never a very strong man, but was 
in fairly good health in) December, 
1908. very little detail connected 
with the affair was gone into thor- 
oughly, Mr. Robertson’s object. evi- 
dently being to prove the unreliable 
nature of the witness. 

Chapman was tripped up — several 
times, in the details of the house. He 
did not seem to be very accurate in 
his «details, considering the amount 
of time he had spent in the house.

Unmarried Women Asked to Sign a 
Petition Addressed to Hon. Frank 
Oliver.

The following petition is being cir- 
culated for signatures: Any unmarried 
women desirous of supporting it 
should send their names to Miss Hel- 
en N, Weir, 526 Third Street. 

It-is as follows: 

“To the Honorable, the Minister 
of the Interior, I'rank Oliver, O1- 
tawa. 

“Sir—We, the undersigned, unmar- 
ried women of Canada, do most. re- 
spectiully ask you to consider our 
request to be allowed to take up 
Hlomestead Lands in any of the prov- 
inces. 

“And we petition you to bring thi 
matter to the notice of the Govern- 
ment in such aamanner that it may be 
induced to insert a clause in the pres- 
ent existing law granting the priv 
ilege of homesteading free and to any 
unmarried woman over thirty years 
of age, 

“lor, as a matter of fact, while only 
a widow with minor children to sup- 
port, is eligible to homestead land, 
strange to say, on mineral lands an an- 
married woman can file on a clain 
anvi operate a mine on equal footing 
with men. : 

“And we most certainly feel that 
favoring the widow only, who Often 
has a considerable inheritance left ‘by 
her husband, an injustice is done to 
a noble class of women who are quits 
as deserving of governmental cour: 
tesy; we refer to the unmarried’ wont: 
en who find themselves at middle age 
thrown upon their own resources; the 
majority of them having had to-sac 
rifice opportunities of marriage: and 
competence for the sake of remain 
ing at home with one or more aged: 
parents to provide and care for them 
in their old age, surely as worthy an 
object as rearing young children who 
in a few years ate a financial asset 
to the mother, whereas, in the former 
instnce there is no one to provide.
